Clock Runs Out on NHL Season 


NEWYORKIA hockey season on the brink is 
now a season gone bust. 

The NHL canceled what was left of its 
decimated schedule Wednesday after a round 
of last-gasp negotiations failed to resolve dif- 
ferences over a salary cap — the flash-point 
issue that led to a lockout. 

It’s the first time a major pro sports league 
in North America lost an entire season to a 
labor dispute. The resulting damage could 
be immeasurable to hockey, which already 
has limited appeal in the United States. 

To begin with, all momentum gained in 


the final days of negotiations has been lost 
— late offers that appeared to bring the 
sides close to a deal are now off the table, 
and there’s no telling when the NHL will 
get back on the ice. 

No Stanley Cup champion will be crowned 
for the first time since 1919, when the league 
called off the finals because of a flu epidemic. 
And without an agreement, there can be no 
June draft to kick off a new season, irapodell(ap)

Officials link risk of attack 
to push for defense budget 

WASHINGTON I Speaking with one voice. 
President Bush’s top intelligence and mili- 
tary officials said Wednesday that terror- 
ists are regrouping for possible new strikes 
against the United States. 

Senior administration officials appearing 
at a series of congressional hearings described 
a Muslim extremist threat that has become 
more diffuse, encompassing al Qaeda and 
like-minded associates. 

They said the best defense was for Congress 
to approve the president’s 
military and anti-ter- 
ror budget. But some in 
Congress, including promi- 
nent Republicans, already 
were questioning some of 
that spending. 

Offering few specifics 
on terror threats. Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld told a House 
hearing that the government could reasonably 
predict attacks would come from terrorism, 
weapons of mass destruction and other means. 

In remarks prepared for the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, FBI Director Robert 
Mueller expressed worry that a sleeper oper- 
ative in the U.S. may have been in place for 
years, awaiting orders for an attack. 

“I remain very concerned about what we 
are not seeing,” Mueller said. 

Meanwhile, new CIA Director Porter Goss 
told senators the Iraq war has become a cause 
for extremists and is giving terrorists experi- 
ence and contacts for future attacks. 

“Those jihadists who survive will leave Iraq 
experienced in and focused on acts of urban 
terrorism,” Goss said, katherine sharader (ap)

House OKs Higher Indecency Fines 


Lawmakers pass bill 
to set top penalties 
as high as $500,000 

WASHINGTON! Chafing over a “ward- 
robe malfunction” and racy radio 
shock-jock programs, the House 
overwhelmingly passed a bill 
Wednesday authorizing unprec- 
edented fines for indecency. 

Lawmakers sought to hit broad- 
casters where it hurts — the pock- 
etbook — in approving the measure 
389-38, rejecting criticism that the 
penalties would stifle free speech 
and expression.

SALT LAKE CITY 

Smart Kidnapping Suspect

The Justice Department said 
Wednesday it would appeal a 
court decision that would bar it 
from pursuing $280 billion from 
tobacco companies in a civil rack- 
eteering lawsuit. (AP) 


A similar bill has been intro- 
duced in the Senate, where it has 
broad bipartisan support. Sen. Ted 
Stevens, R- Alaska, chairman of the 
Commerce Committee, has said he 
wants to act on the bill quickly, but 
he hasn’t given a timetable. 

Any differences in the two bills 
would have to be resolved before it 
can go to President Bush for his sig- 
nature. Last year the chambers were 
unable to reach a compromise. 

Opponents said they were con- 
cerned that stiffer fines would lead 
to more self- censorship by broad- 
casters unclear about the definition

Bush Hints 
At Need to 
Hike Taxes 

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. I President 
Bush is not ruling out raising 
taxes on people who earn more 
than $90,000 as a way to help fix 
Social Security’s finances. 

He also renewed his pitch 
Wednesday for Congress to approve 
an overhaul that would include 
Social Security private accounts for 
many workers. He told 2,000 people 
in an airport terminal that rich and 
poor alike should have a chance to 
invest in the stock market. 

He gave only passing mention 
to options for fixing the program’s 
long-term financial woes, but told 
reporters for regional newspapers 
on Tuesday that he isn’t ruling out 
making more wages subject to 
Social Security taxes. 

Asked directly. Bush said he 
would not bar raising the $90,000 
cap, although he does not want to 
see the payroll tax rate go up. (ap)

Painkiller Hearings Open 


FDA panel to review 
data on health risks of 
drugs similar to Vioxx 

WASHINGTON! There were prelimi- 
nary indications of heart problems 
with the painkiller Vioxx before it 
was withdrawn, but it was difficult 
to sort through conflicting data, a 
health official said Wednesday at 
the opening of hearings on the risks 
of popular painkillers. 

“We were not asleep at the 
wheel, we were actually engaged in 
reviewing a lot of data,” Dr. Lourdes 


Villalba told the Food and Drug 
Administration’s arthritis advi- 
sory committee and its drug safe- 
ty and risk management advisory 
committee, which are looking into 
Vioxx, Celebrex and Bextra. 

Vioxx was pulled from the mar- 
ket Sept. 30 by Merck & Co., after 
a long-term study showed a higher 
rate of strokes and heart problems 
in people using the drug. 

Related drugs Celebrex and 
Bextra, made by Pfizer Inc., remain 
on the market, though some studies 
have also indicated they, too, may 
carry an added heart risk. 


Villalba, medical officer respon- 
sible for Vioxx at the FDA’s Center 
for Drug Evaluation and Research, 
pointed out that a study done 
in 2000 comparing Vioxx with 
the painkiller naproxen, showed 
a higher rate of heart problems 
with Vioxx, but other studies had 
conflicting results. In discussions 
with Merck officials, she said, the 
company suggested naproxen might 
have a heart protective effect. 

The committees are gather- 
ing data on the safety of the drugs 
and plan to make recommendations 
regarding their future use. (ap)

SEATTLE I People with chlamydia 
or gonorrhea are supposed to tell 
past sexual partners about their 
diagnosis and urge them to get 
treatment. 

A new study says giving the 
patients medicine to pass on to their 
possibly infected sexual partners 
works even better. 

The research, published in 
Thursday’s New England Journal 
of Medicine, tracked 1,860 patients 
with gonorrhea or chlamydia in the 
Seattle area. Half were told to con- 
tact their current and former sex 
partners and tell them to get treat- 
ment — the standard procedure. 

The other half were given antibi- 
otics to give to their sex partners. 

The gonorrhea patients who got 
medication to give to their part- 
ners were 73 percent less likely to 
be infected at their three -month 
checkup, compared to the control 
group, and chlamydia patients 
were 15 percent less likely to be 
infected. 

Researchers said that indicates 
the sexual partners were success- 
fully treated, because they weren’t 
re-infecting the patient, (ap)

Foreign Travel to U.S. Still Lading 


Industry officials claim 
war on terrorism has 
taken toll on tourism 

WASHINGTON! Mickey Mouse has a 
bone to pick with Uncle Sam. 

US. travel executives — includ- 
ing those who run Disneyland and 
Walt Disney World — say President 
Bush’s war on terror is uninten- 
tionally scaring off foreign tour- 
ists and that an international 
campaign is needed to lure more 
visitors and repair the country’s 
soured image. 

Travel executives say tourism to 
the United States, while rising after 
several down years, is not as robust 
as it should be, with an estimated 
10 percent fewer international visi- 
tors in 2004 than in 2000.

The stakes involved are huge. 
Visitors from abroad accounted 
for about $93.5 billion in spend- 
ing and economic activity in the 
United States in 2004, accord- 
ing to Commerce Department 
estimates.

Americanism that arose after the 
country launched military action 
in Afghanistan and Iraq and to the 
“hassle factor” associated with new 
visa application and airport secu- 
rity procedures. 

Homeland Security Department 
spokesman Dennis Murphy said 
the new procedures are intended 
to correct vulnerabilities exploited 
by the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorists. “We 
can’t allow our system to be abused

Assassinated ex-PM s 
funeral in Beirut draws 
200,000 mourners 

BEIRUT LEBANON I In an unprec- 
edented outpouring of grief and 
anger, mourners shouted “Syria 
Out!” as they crowded Beirut’s 
streets Wednesday to bury their for- 
mer prime minister, Rafik Hariri. 
Lebanon’s pro -Syrian president 
stayed away, warned not to come 
by Hariri supporters who blame 
Damascus for his death. 

In Syria, government officials 
were silent as American and U.N. 
pressure continued to mount. 

The assassination “angered the 
international community, and this 
requires that we shed the light on 
this heinous, indescribable act,” said 
French President Jacques Chirac, 
a friend of Hariri’s who flew in to 
offer condolences. 

The U.S. representative at the 
funeral. Assistant Secretary of 
State William Burns, called again 
on Syria to withdraw its troops 
from Lebanon — a further spike in 
U.S.-Syrian tensions a day after the 
U.S. recalled its ambassador from 
Damascus. 

“Mr. Hariri’s death should give — 
in fact it must give — renewed impe- 
tus to achieving a free, independent 
and sovereign Lebanon,” Burns said 
after a meeting with Lebanon’s for-

eign minister. “And what that means 
is the complete and immediate with- 
drawal by Syria of all of its forces in 
Lebanon,” Burns said. 

Along the funeral route, mourn- 
ers draped Lebanese flags from bal- 
conies and held up pictures of the 
former prime minister, who was 
assassinated Monday by a massive 
bomb that also killed 16 others. 

A huge crowd first gathered out- 
side Hariri’s house, then marched 
for two hours behind the ambu- 


lance carrying his coffin to the 
mosque where the slain billion- 
aire was buried. 

An estimated 200,000 people 
gathered around the mosque for 
the noon funeral prayers, hanging 
from scaffolding and street lights to 
catch a glimpse of the coffin, draped 
in Lebanon’s red, white and green

iran, Syria 
Respond to 
‘Challenges’ 

Under U.S. pressure, 
officials talk of need 
for ‘unified front’ 

T E H R A N I Iran and Syria, who both 
are facing pressure from the United 
States, said Wednesday they will 
form a united front to confront pos- 
sible threats against them, state - 
run television reported. 

“At this sensitive point, the two 
countries require a united front due 
to numerous challenges,” Syrian 
Prime Minister Mohammad Naji 
al- Otari was quoted as saying after 
meeting Mohammed Reza Aref, 
Iran’s first vice president. 

The report did not specifically 
mention the challenges. 

The United States has accused 
Iran of seeking to produce nucle- 
ar weapons, while relations with 
Syria have deteriorated, especial- 
ly since the attack that killed for- 
mer Lebanese Prime Minister Rafik 
Hariri. Both countries are under 
U.S. economic penalties. 

Tehran and Damascus have 
been strategic allies for years. 
Syria was the only Arab country 
that continued its warm relations 
with Iran during the 1980-88 Iran- 
Iraq war. (ap) 


Blast in Iran Prompts Fears of Attack 


TEHRAN, IRAN I An explosion in 
a southern city prompted fears 
Wednesday of a missile attack in an 
area where Iran has a nuclear facility. 
Iranian authorities gave conflicting 
explanations for the blast. 

Interior Ministry spokesman 
Jahanbakhsh Khanjani dismissed 
rumors of a hostile attack. 

U.S. and Israeli officials denied 
involvement, but it spiked oil prices 
and showed how jittery the world is 
that growing pressure would lead to 
an attack on Iran. 

The explosion near Deylam, 
about 110 miles from the Bushehr 
nuclear facility, was reported by 
Iranian state television, which 



said it may have been caused by a 
fuel tank dropping from an Iranian 
plane. A government spokesman 
said the blast may have been caused 
by friendly Rre. Later, atop securi- 


ty official said the blast was part of 
construction work on a dam. 

The report spread quickly, with 
some Iranians calling friends to tell 
them there had been an attack. 

The United States accuses Iran 
of having a secret program to make 
nuclear weapons. Iran, which insists 
its nuclear activities are for peaceful 
energy purposes, has been on the 
defensive recently about the possi- 
bility of military action by either the 
United States or Israel. Israel has 
warned it may consider a pre-emp- 
tive strike against Iranian nuclear 
installations along the lines of its 
1981 bombing of an unfinished 
Iraqi nuclear reactor, (ap) 


Israeli Parliament 
Earmarks $IB for 
Gaza Withdrawal 

JERUSALEM | Israel’s parliament 
gave final approval Wednesday to 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s plan 
to pull out of the Gaza Strip and 
part of the West Bank this sum- 
mer, overwhelmingly passing a 
bill authorizing nearly $920 mil- 
lion in compensation to settlers to 
be removed from their homes. 

The vote marked the last Knesset 
authorization needed before the 
pullout, and some officials feared 
it would spark a new wave of pro- 
test, civil disobedience and possibly 
violence by settlers and others viru- 


lently opposed to the plan. 

The bill approved Wednesday by 
a vote of 59 to 40 with five absten- 
tions allocated nearly $1 billion for 
the estimated 9,000 settlers who will 
be displaced when Israel pulls down 
all 21 settlements in Gaza and four in 
the West Bank. 

The vote took 
hours as legislators 
voted on nearly 200 
proposed amend- 
ments. The plan still 
needs to overcome 
several more hurdles 
before it can be implemented. 

Sharon must pass a budget by 
March 31 or his government will col- 
lapse, possibly taking the withdrawal 
down with it, because a new election 
would have to be called, (ap)

Secret Vote to Decide Iraq PM 


Shiite-led allianee fails to agree on top candidate 


BAGHDAD | Top Shiite politi- 
cians failed to reach a consensus 
Wednesday on their nominee for 
prime minister, exposing divisions 
in the winning alliance. 

After hours of meetings, mem- 
bers of the United Iraqi Alliance 
agreed to hold a secret ballot to 
choose between Ibrahim al- Jaafari 
and Ahmad Chalabi, most likely on 
Friday, said Ali Hashim al-Youshaa, 
one of the alliance’s leaders. 

Al- Jaafari, 58, is the leader of the 
religious Dawa Party, known for its 


popularity and close ties to Iran. 
Although al- Jaafari is a moderate, 
his party’s platform is conservative. 

Chalabi, 58, who left Iraq as 
a teen, leads the Iraqi National 
Congress and had close ties to 
the Pentagon before falling out of 
favor last year after claims he passed 
intelligence information to Iran. 

A secular Shiite, Chalabi’s Iraqi 
National Congress is an umbrella 
for groups that included Iraqi exiles, 
Kurds and Shiites. Much of the intel- 
ligence his group supplied on Iraq’s 


alleged weapons of mass destruction 
programs failed to pan out. 

Al-Jaafari was considered the 
leading contender Wednesday, 
though Chalabi’s aides said their 
man had enough votes to win. 

The alliance took 48 percent of 
the vote in the Jan. 30 elections, but 
a two-thirds majority is required for 
the most important decisions, includ- 
ing selection of a premier. Kurdish 
parties, who won 26 percent, have 
apparently agreed to support the alli- 
ance’s candidate for prime minister 
in return for the largely ceremonial 
presidency, (ap) 


Six Darfur Tribal 
Leaders Promise 
To Cease Attacks 

NYALA, SUDAN I Six tribal leaders 
in a southern Darfur area fraught 
with violence agreed Wednesday to 
cease attacks against each other and 
drop all claims for blood money for 
past assaults on tribesmen. 

It was not clear how the agree- 
ment — which concerns only one 
province of the vast troubled 
region — would be enforced. But 
the Sudanese government hopes the 
accord will quiet South Darfur, the 
scene of some of the heaviest fight- 
ing in the past two months. 

The fighting has pitted rebels 
from the region’s ethnically African 
population against the government 
and allied militia, which draw mem- 
bers from the region’s Arabs, (ap)

Captive Held 
In Iraq Begs 
Italy for Help 

BAGHDAD I A kidnapped Italian 
journalist appeared on a new video- 
tape Wednesday, pleading for her life 
and calling on Italy to pull its troops 
out of Iraq. 

“You must end the occupation, it’s 
the only way we can get out of this 
situation,” said Guiliana Sgrena, 56, a 
journalist for the communist daily II 
Manifesto. There was no indication 
when the tape, which was delivered 
anonymously to Associated Press 
Television News, was made. 

It was released hours before the 
Italian Senate voted to extend Italy’s 
troop deployment through June. 

At one point Sgrena broke 
into tears on the videotape, say- 
ing: “Show all the pictures I have 
taken of the Iraqis, of the children 
hit by the cluster bombs. ... Help 
me spare my life.” 

Sgrena was kidnapped Feb. 4 
outside a mosque in Baghdad, (ap)

Peace talks yield deal 
for transportation 
through disputed area 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | Morethana 
year of peace talks between Pakistan 
and Indiabore fruit Wednesday, with 
the two sides agreeing to start the 
first-ever bus service between the 
capitals of divided Kashmir. 

The bus service along a rutted 
mountain road in the folds of the 
Himalayas will reconnect fami- 
lies separated for decades by the 
Pakistani and Indian armies. It also 
raises hopes that these two nuclear- 
armed neighbors who have fought 
three wars since gaining indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1947 might 
one day find a permanent peace. 

The bus service, between Muzza- 


farabad on the Pakistani side and 
Srinigar on the Indian side, will 
start April 7 , according to a joint 
statement read out during a visit 
by Indian External Affairs Minister 
Natwar Singh. His visit is the first 
bilateral trip by an Indian foreign 
minister to Pakistan since 1989. 

The bus -service deal has been 
in the works for months, but its 
consummation was still dramatic. 
Kashmir has been at the root of two 
of three wars that Pakistan and India 
have fought since 1947. Both sides 
claim the region in its entirety. 

More than 66,000 people have 
died since an Islamic insurgency 
began about 15 years ago. New 
Delhi accuses Pakistan of funding 
and training the rebels. Islamabad 
insists it gives only moral and politi- 
cal support. PAUL HAVEN (AP)

Fed Chief: Go Slow 
On Social Security 


Greenspan says private 
aecounts are a good 
idea but urges eaution 

WASHINGTON I Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan urged 
Congress on Wednesday to take 
a go-slow approach in setting up 
the private Social Security accounts 
favored by President Bush. 

“If you’re going to move to pri- 
vate accounts, which I approve of, I 
think you have to do it in a cautious, 
gradual way,” Greenspan told the 
Senate Banking Committee, where 
he delivered the Fed’s semiannual 
monetary report to Congress. 

Bush is proposing allowing work- 
ers born after 1949 to convert up to 
4 percentage points of their Social 
Security taxes to personal stock and 
bond investments. The administra- 
tion has estimated that the tran- 


sition costs for the next 10 years 
would be $754 billion. 

But critics of the plan have said 
that vastly understates the true 
costs, which some estimate in the 
trillions of dollars. 

The two sides in the Social 
Security debate saw different 
aspects of Greenspan’s testimony 
as supporting their approach. 

Republicans noted that Green- 
span said he had long been in favor 
of setting up private accounts as 
a way to address Social Security’s 
long-run financing problems. But 
Democrats said his insistence on 
a go-slow approach represented a 
lukewarm endorsement at best for 
Bush’s overhaul effort. 

Because of the respect Green- 
span commands on Wall Street, his 
endorsement of an economic pro- 
posal is sought by members of both 
parties, martin crutsinger (ap)

WASHINGTON! Construction of new 
homes and apartments rose 4.7 per- 
cent in January to the highest level 
in more than two decades as low 
mortgage rates continued to power 
the nation’s housing industry. 

The Commerce Department

Unlicensed doctor s 
treatment leads to 
serious skin reaetions 

WASHINGTON I At least 16 women 
have developed serious skin reac- 
tions after getting injections for 
things like wrinkles and cellulite 
from a man claiming to be a doctor. 
Trouble is, health officials said he is 
not licensed in the District , Virginia 
or Maryland, and they expressed 
concern Wednesday about what 
might be in the shots. 

The injections were given dur- 


ing October and November in pri- 
vate homes across the Washington 
area, with the majority in Northern 
Virginia. The patients — who range 
in age from late teens to 60s — 
have symptoms including blisters, 
abscesses, swelling, redness, pain, 
itchiness and greater skin sensitiv- 
ity. In most cases, experts said the 
problems developed between six and 
10 weeks after the injections. 

Officials want to hear from any- 
one else who might have received 
injections outside a typical health 
care setting like a doctor’s office, hos- 
pital or clinic, michael w. kahn (ap)

Jordan Gives

TO SAY THAT THE WASHINGTON 
WIZARDS have been a surprise this 
NBA season would be an under- 
statement. 

It’s taken this Wizards squad 
a little more than half a season 
to rejuvenate a skeptical fan base 
that hasn’t seen a winning team in 
seven years, a playoff team in eight 
years or a team with multiple All- 
Stars in 18 years. But the Wizards 
ended that 18 -year drought with 
the naming of this year’s All-Star 
team.

While fans 
vote for the game’s 
starters, the coaches 
selected Arenas and 
Jamison. Coaches 
cannot vote for 
their own players, 
but the Wizards’ 

EDDIE JORDAN 
might have given 
his guys an assist 
with the voting. In 
a local television 
interview, Jordan 
hinted that he 
might have helped out his players 
by voting for guys that did not have 
a legitimate chance of making the 
All-Star team. 

Jordan’s move is bold, but it’s a 
move I support. Jordan’s job as coach 
is to represent the organization well, 
and he does this by getting his play- 
ers voted to the All-Star team. 

Did Jordan cheat? No. Did 
he find a hole in the system that 
allowed him to vote for seldom-used 
players like Toronto’s Milt Palacio, 
instead of voting for a player that 
could have taken Arenas’ spot? It 
looks like he did, although Jordan 
did not reveal his choices.

Chilly Forecast for Hockey 

When the NHL finally returns, will the fans? 


ANALYSIS I Football, a sport so 
much more popular and richer 
than hockey the two cannot be 
compared, never attempted a gam- 
bit so risky. Neither did baseball, a 
sport so indigenous to the fabric of 
American society that its very presi- 
dent once was a team owner. 

The NFL, Major League Baseball 
and the NBA have had labor strife, 
but no other major North American 
pro sports league felt the necessity 
or urgency to cancel an entire sea- 
son to achieve labor peace as the 
NHL did Wednesday. 

Now, after the NHL has imple- 


mented the scorched-ice policy 
its players union warned for years 
might take place, owners and play- 
ers alike are wondering what the 
league will look like once it finally 
returns. And if anybody will notice 
when it does. 

Privately, owners are bracing for 
a big drop in attendance and income 
that could last for several seasons; 
NHL commissioner Gary Bettman 
hinted revenue possibly might be 
halved in the first full season back. 

In the U.S., where hockey is only a 
niche sport in all but a few markets, 
the damage maybe irreparable. 


The NHL could resume play next 
fall even without a labor deal, but only 
by having an impasse declared. Then, 
it could open up training camps and 
see how many union members cross 
picket lines to play — a tactic that, if 
successful, could effectively break the 
players’ union. 

But that could be a risky ploy at 
best. It didn’t work for baseball in 
1995 — club owners delayed the sea- 
son rather than field replacement 
teams fans clearly didn’t want — 
and might require months of legal 
wrangling, alan robinson (ap)

Robinson to Stay for ‘the Duration’

Nats manager eager 
to see team sueeeed 
in new surroundings 

NATIONALS I Sixty-nine -year- old 
Frank Robinson walked up the 
dugout steps Wednesday at the 
Washington Nationals’ spring 
training facility and announced 
he had passed his physical. 

“It only took six, seven hours,” 
he said jokingly. 

Spry and sharp, Robinson is 
both surprised and not surprised 
that he’s still managing, 29 years 
after he hit the last of the 586 home 
runs of his Hall of Fame career. His 
health is good and he still loves the 
game, but the deeper truth is that 
he’s become so attached to the 
players who endured so much in 
Montreal that he wants to enjoy 
the fruits when — not if — they 
succeed in Washington. 

Robinson expected to manage 
only a year when in 2002 baseball 
asked him to leave his job in the 
league office and lead the Expos, 


who were pegged for contraction 
at the end of the season. 

Contraction didn’t happen, so 
he kept coming back. Back-to- 
back 83-79 records were consid- 
ered a remarkable achievement for 


a franchise in flux until injuries and 
the toll of the team’s plight resulted 
in last year’s 67-95 season. 


Robinson is particularly ener- 
gized by the franchise’s move to the 
nation’s capital. A stable home with 
games in front of large crowds — and 
no more “home” games in Puerto 
Rico — should do wonders for the 
young team’s morale. He’s expect- 
ing a winning season, even though 
his team is the consensus choice to 
finish last in the NL East. 

“The new surroundings, I wanted 
to be a part of that,” Robinson said. 
“But it’s unfinished business with this 
ballclub. This ballclub has its baseball 
in front of it right now, and I don’t 
mean five years from now. I’m talking 
about the next year or two or three, 
and I wanted to be a part of it.” 

That sure sounds like a desire to 
manage at least a few more seasons, 
assuming the team’s new owners 
want to retain him once the ongoing 
sale of the team is completed. 

“I thought about it, and I’m ready 
to go — for the duration,” Robinson

CYCLING I Still hungry to race but 
wary he is not in the best shape, 
Lance Armstrong wants to take 
his Tour de France record to even 
mightier heights: He will try for 
a seventh straight title this sum- 
mer. 

Armstrong had left open the 
possibility he wouldn’t compete 
this year in cycling’s showcase 
event to pursue other races. But 
in an announcement Wednesday 
on the Web site of his Discovery 
Channel team the Tour’s only six- 
time winner said he will again com- 
mit himself to the race to which he’s 


dedicated his cycling life. 

Armstrong overcame testicu- 
lar cancer to become one of the 
most inspirational stories in all 
sports, and his sixth Tour crown 
last year sent him past four five- 
time champions: Jacques Anquetil, 
Eddy Merckx, Bernard Hinault and 
Miguel Indurain. 

Armstrong will start his 2005 
season with the Paris -Nice stage 
race in March, according to the 
team Web site.

(Thirsty Ear), is collaboration 
with renowned jazz drummer 
Guillermo Brown. Loosely based 
on Petrine Archer- Straw’s book 
of the same name that details the 
Parisian relationship with blacks 
in the 1920s, the album is a sonic 
reading of the African diaspora’s 
impact on modernization and an 
examination of the global affinity 
for black culture. 

The record starts off with 
“Field Work (The Ethnographer’s 
Daughter),” an aural jambalaya of 
squooshy bass, roaring brass and 
a tribal countdown drumbeat. 
Ladd throws verbal spears at the

Unlike most of “Negrophilia’s” 
cut up-and-restitched composi- 
tions, the live improvisation of 
“In Perspective” unites Vijay Iyer’s 
austere piano playing, Ladd’s sig- 
nature spacey synth and Brown’s 
backbone stick work. The track’s 
tone intensifies steadily and 
samplesseeminglyfromnewsreports 
correlate the black struggle to war.

Researcher wants 
West Virginia to save 
ginseng from deer 

American ginseng, a cash crop in 
Appalachia, has two obstacles to 
survival in the United States: man 
and deer. So concludes West Virginia 
University biologist James McGraw, 
who said that because humans aren’t 
going anywhere, it’s time to do some- 
thing about the deer. 

In Friday’s edition of the journal 
Science, McGraw said natural, slow- 
growing ginseng could be extinct 
within a century if deer keep graz- 
ing at current rates. One possible 
solution, he said, is to reintroduce 
mountain lions, wolves or other 
natural predators. 

“Nature is out of balance here 
because we’ve killed off the top 
predators, so the obvious solution 
is to restore them,” McGraw said. 

Curtis Taylor, chief of the West 
Virginia Division of Natural 
Resources’ wildlife section, called

the idea “totally unrealistic.” “I 
wouldn’t even dream of propos- 
ing to people that we reintroduce 
mountain lions,” he said. 

Buddy Davidson of the state 
Department of Agriculture 
agreed that McGraw’s proposal 
was unnecessary. “The coyotes 
will take care of the deer,” he said. 
The US. Department of Agriculture 
reported an explosion in the number 
of coyotes in West Virginia, with as 
many as 20,000 to 50,000 of them 
in the state. 

Ginseng is protected by the 
Convention on International Trade 
in Endangered Species, which calls

for the federal government to certify 
each year that harvesting the root 
won’t threaten its existence. Ginseng 
takes up to 15 years to mature. 

“If deer keep lowering the popu- 
lation sizes, eventually it will defi- 
nitely curtail any harvesting,” argued 
McGraw, who also said another way 
to protect ginseng is to loosen deer 
hunting restrictions. ‘We have a legal 
mandate to protect this species. But, 
more importantly, that wild harvest 


provides an important economic sup- 
plement to many people.” 

The state Division of Forestry 
said each fall some 10,000 West 
Virginians dig up the gnarly roots. 
Last year, they collected more than 
6,400 pounds worth more than $2 
million. Demand is huge for ginseng, 
touted as a cure-all for everything 
from headaches to sexual dysfunc- 
tion. Even beer and soda makers are 
adding it to their drinks. 


McGraw and associate Mary Ann 
Furedi studied the plants from 2000 
to 2004 in seven locations. In some 
spots, deer ate every one. Though 
West Virginia may have up to 95 mil- 
lion ginseng plants, McGraw said, 
they’re seldom in large clumps. 

But Taylor said deer are get- 
ting a raw deal: “Deer and ginseng 
have coexisted in the Appalachian 
Mountains ever since there were 
Appalachian Mountains.” vicki

Parchment Pros 


CATHERINE NICHOLSON and MARY LYNN RITZENTHALER of the National Archives 
were online Wednesday to discuss NOVA’s “Saving the National Treasures,” on 
the conservation of the Charters of Freedom | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


It must have been amazing to touch 
the Declaration of Independence. 
What was the texture like? 

NICHOLSON: Being able to touch 
the Declaration was an amazing 
experience. It feels like parch- 
ment, which is, of course, what it 
is written on. (Parchment is a spe- 
cially prepared animal skin.) It has 
a slightly oily, smooth, dense sur- 
face and feels slightly limp and less 
robust than that of the Constitution 
or the Bill of Rights. 

What did you think of the Disney 
movie, “National Treasure”? 

RITZENTHALER: It was fun and a 
great adventure but totally a fan- 
tasy! No parts of the movie were 
shot inside the Archives building, 
and obviously our security proce- 
dures are extremely tight. 

We actually saw the back of 
the Declaration of Independence 
during our treatment, and as you 
would expect, there was no trea- 
sure map. Just a written line of 
text stating “Original Declaration 
of Independence 4th July 177b.” 

How long do you think the charters 


can survive? 

NICHOLSON: These documents are 
now more than 200 years old but 
we expect that they will last many 
centuries more. Parchment is much 
stronger than paper to begin with. 
These parchments are sealed in an 
environment that contains no oxy- 
gen, which is a chief driver of deg- 
radation of organic materials. The 
relative humidity is controlled to 
keep the parchment from becom- 
ing desiccated and the temperature 
is also closely maintained. 

Did the work ever get to be old hat? 

RITZENTHALER: I wouldn’t say that 
the work ever got to be old hat. It 
was an amazing privilege. That’s 
not to say that some parts of con- 
servation work are not tedious. For 
example, over several weeks each, 
we examined the texts using a 
binocular microscope — stroke by 
stroke, letter by letter and word by 
word. That was exhausting!

As Lord’s mother was dying 
of cancer, her father, a con- 
tractor at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, grew increasingly 
distant, immersing himself in his 
work designing components for 
robotic space probes. 

After his wife’s death in 1970, 


he expected his daughter to raise 
herself and take care of him. As 
Lord told Salon.com, “This rock- 
et scientist couldn’t cope with the 
most elementary forms of domes- 
tic science.” 

Rather than confine herself to 
memoir. Lord uses her family trau- 
ma as a door into the cultural his- 
tory of the space program. 

What she finds isn’t pretty: 
a bureaucracy that marginaliz- 
es women, persecutes supposed 
communists and offers safe har- 
bor to Nazis in exchange for their 
technical expertise. 

It’s a pretty steely- eyed piece of

Works from prisoners 
demonstrate the 
human urge to create 

GALLERIES I If the term “prison 
art” conjures up images of license 
plates and infected tattoos, the 
“Prison Arts and Crafts Show” is a 
lesson in the resilience of creativ- 
ity, the resourcefulness of human 
beings even in the most straitened 
circumstances and the capacity for 
and responsiveness to joy everyone 
feels, locked up or free. 

Coming to First Trinity Lutheran 
Church on various Saturdays this 
spring, including February 19, the 
touring exhibit displays paintings, 
drawings, cards and music of pris- 
oners former and current. 

The show is a lesson in what 
makes us all human, as well as 
a look at interesting, innovative 


artists, many of them self-taught. 
Much of the work bursts with color 
— an antidote to the drab grays of 
the prison environment, and many 
piece are full of compassion and 
optimism. Even when the subject

Washington Social 
Club’s mission is to 
bring back the fun 

MUSIC I If for no other reason, love 
the Washington Social Club for this: 
It takes nerve to call your band some- 
thing that translates roughly to “We 
come from a sucky music town.” 

But: “We’re a band, we’re from 
Washington. We’re proud of it,” says 
bassist Olivia Mancini. “We’re not 
trying to move to New York.” 

Our namesake punk-pop quar- 
tet has had one hell of a year. Riding 
critical acclaim for its 2004 debut, 
“Catching Looks,” its much-lauded 
live shows and its spotlight turn in 
Carson Daly’s roster of indie house 
bands, WSC hopes to eke its way 
onto mainstream radio. 

“Our machine is in place,” 
Mancini says. Driving the machine 


is lead singer/guitarist Martin Royle, 
a native of the Poconos who turns 
phrases like he’s importing water 
from Manchester or something. 

Like most Clash-Ramones prog- 
eny, WSC’s formula plays up clacking 
drums and guitar melodies delivered 
with charm. It’s the band’s “Dammit, 
I can’t stop humming ‘Pieces of Me’” 
infectiousness that wins it fans. And 
you don’t even have to apologize to 
the people within earshot. 

“The melodies, God knows where 
you get ’em from,” Royle, 26, says. 
“You were 5 years old and someone 
put on an album probably, and you’re 
just ripping someone off.” 

Besides themes of sex, drugs, time 
travel and lost love, Royle says, “I 
guess we do a little of the political 
stuff too. But I just feel like every- 
thing’s been said and it’s all been said 
by Green Day.” 

The band’s sound brings fans

together like hippies on a hilltop. 
The hip-hop kids rock out along- 
side reformed arm-folding indie 
rock fans, refugees of what Royle 
calls the Pavement Era. 

“When we went to college, peo- 
ple would just stand there and look 
at you like you had [explative] their 
mother in a past life,” says Royle. “We 


try to make fan of it so people [know] 
it’s all right to have fun.” 

A new album is in the works — 
more a jam session highlight reel, 
than an overwrought studio album. 
“We lather ourselves in butter, and 
then we jam, essentially, for 20 
minutes,” Royle teases. “Then we 
take [the part] when we were real- 
ly inspired.” 

As for their Black Cat show, 
the band has a few requests: “Just, 
please come to have fun.” Royle 
says. “Ideally,” says Mancini, “one 
would check their pretension at 
the door.” 

“And also take off half the clothes 
you come in with,” adds Royle, 
“which also helps us respond to

There’s only one Gogol 

MUSIC I Gogol Bordello singer 
Eugene Hiitz would likely say that 
“gypsy” is more a state of mind than 
an ethnicity. 

What started as a wedding band 
playing gypsy music for Russian 
expats has exploded into the toast 
of downtown New York’s tastemak- 
ers. But few would have predicted 
Hiitz’s gypsy-punk- cabaret success 
story, which brings his band to the 
Black Cat Saturday. 

Hiitz was evacuated from 
his Ukrainian home after the 
1986 Chernobyl disaster. For sol- 
ace, he had his bootleg tapes of 
Einsturzende Neubauten and 
Nick Cave’s old unit the Birthday 


Bordello, thank Lenin 

Party, but little else. He lived as a 
refugee in Hungary, Austria and 
Poland before making his way to 
New York in 1993. 

There he teamed up with other 
immigrant musicians, includ- 
ing a former stage director from 
Moscow who expanded the band’s 
gothic theatrics. 

So don’t be shocked — or do — 
when Ukrainian vampire super- 
villains accost innocent bystand- 
ers. After all, the band takes its 
name from Nikolai Gogol, some- 
times described as the Hieronymus 
Bosch of Russian literature. And 
“bordello” means ... well, everyone 
probably knows what that means. 


(Here’s a hint: It’s dirty.) 

The recent album, “Gogol 
Bordello vs. Tamir Muskat” is 
a melange of ethnic influences, 
punk and disco, all chopped and 
reconfigured by programmer Tamir 
Muskat. 

It’s a reflection of Hiitz’s side- 
line gig as a deejay spinning 
gypsy, Ukrainian and flamenco 
discs weekly at a Bulgarian club 
where nights sometimes end in 
a joyous plate -smashing frenzy. 
Washington’s not known for its 
plate-smashing vivacity. 

Maybe the gypsy state of mind 
is what it needs, bob massey

OUT & ABOUT I Most Americans 
may not know the Emancipation 
Proclamation by heart, but they 
could tell you that the document 
is a central piece of American his- 
tory. 

Enacted by President Abraham 
Lincoln on Jan. 1, 1863, the 
Proclamation said “all persons 
held as slaves” within the rebel- 
lious Southern states “are, and 
henceforward shall be free.” 

Although the document itself 
didn’t immediately free any slaves, 
it did open the doors of the U.S. 
Army and Navy to African- 
American men, allowing the 
enlistment of some 200,000 
black soldiers and sailors, bol- 
stering the Union’s ranks during 
the Civil War.

James Carter fits his 
brutish sax style to 
Lady Day’s subtlety 

M u S I C I “Beauty & the Beast” would 
probably have been the bill if the late 
Billie Holiday had ever sang in duet 
performance with James Carter. 
Their individual sounds are the 
total antithesis of each other. 

Lady Day was a supreme master 
of subtlety. Her delicate, sometimes 
barely audible voice could express 
the heaviest of emotions, espe- 
cially when it came to heartache. 
Every note she hushed, trembled 
or cooed seemed carefully chosen; 
and she never relied upon scatting 
histrionics to establish her jazz 
credentials. 

Carter is a virtuosic brute 
at the woodwinds and isn’t shy 
about showing it. His reign over 
the entire saxophone and clarinet 
family is astonishing. And just as 
finessed and finicky as Holiday was 
with her notes. Carter is ferocious 
and flamboyant in his approach. His 
sanguine, prolix improvisations are 
often distinguished by edgy double- 


tongue jabs, piercing high-register 
shrieks and guttural shronks. 

But for all of Carter’s bullish 
avant-gardism, he’s a throwback to 
old- school honkers like Don Byas 
and Gene Ammons. And when the 
mood hits him, he can be a seduc- 
tive balladeer, which is one of the 
reasons why “Gardenias for Lady 
Day” (2003), his critically acclaimed 


toast to Holiday, was as persuasive 
as it was provocative. 

For two nights at the Kennedy 
Center, he’ll perform material from 
that album, delivering a tribute that 
promises to be at once titillating

ANTIHEROES I Keanu Reeves has 
played his share of messianic charac- 
ters, from The One to the Buddha. 

In his newest film, “Constantine,” 
Reeves’ character has been to hell 
and back. Born with the gift (or 
curse) of being able to recognize 
the half-breed angels and demons 
that walk the earth disguised as 
humans, John Constantine is driv- 
en to take his own life to escape his 
tormenting visions. When he fails. 


he is returned to the land of the liv- 
ing against his will. 

Marked as an attempted suicide, 
he is bound temporarily to earth, 
hoping to earn his way to salvation 
by sending the devil’s foot soldiers 
back to hell.
